| ‘Toastmaster Wadhams introduced the 
President, who responded to the toast, 
“The President of the United States.” 
He took this occasion to give his views 
on the subject of trusts. 

THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

The address was as follows: 

Mr. Toastmaster, Gentlemen: Today 
I wish to speak to you on the question 
of the control and regulation of those 
great corporations which are popularly. 
although rather veduely, known as 
trusts; dealing mostly with what has 
actually been accomplished im the way 
ot legislation and in the way of en- 
forcement of legislation during the 
past eighteen months, the period cov- 
ering the two sessions of the Fifty- 
seventh Congress. At the outset, I shall 
ask you to remember that I do not 
approach the subject either from the 
standpoint of those who speak of them- 
selves as anti-trust or anti-corpora- 
tion people, nor yet from the stand- 
point of those who are fond of deny- 
ing the existence of evils in the trusts, 


large enough it do no wrong. 
I thiftk I for the great majority 
of the Americar people when | say 
that we are not In the least against 
wealth as such, whether individual or 
corporate; that we merely desire to see 
any abuse of corporate or combined 
wealth corrected and remedied; that 
we do not desire the abolition or de- 
struction of big corporations. but, on 
the contrary, recognize them as being 
im many w ty efficient economic in- 
struments, the results of an inevitable 
process of economic evolution, and only 
desire to see them regulated and con- 
trolied so far as may be necessary to 
subserve the public good. 
We should be false to the historic 
principles of our government if we dis- 
criminated, either by legisiation or 
adminietration, either for or against a 
man because of either his weaith or 
his poverty. There is no proper place 
in our society either for the rich man 
who uses the power conferred by his 
riches to enable him te oppress and 
wrong his neighbors, nor yet for the 
demagogic agitator who, instead of at- 
tacking abuses as all abuses should be 
attacked wherever found, attacks prop- 
erty, attacks prosperity, attacks men 
of wealth, as such, whether they be 
good or bad, attacks corparations 
whether they do well or tll, and seeks, 
in a spirit of ignorant rancor, to over- 
throw the very foundations upon 
which rest our national well-being. 
In consequence of the extraordinary 
industrial changes of the last halt 
century. and notably of the last two 
or three decades, changes due mainiy 
to the rapidity and complexity of our 
industrial growth, we are confronted 
with problems which in their present 
shape were unknown to our forefath- 
ers. Our great prosperity, with its ac- 
companying concentration of popula- 
tion and of wealth, its extreme spe- 
cClalization of faculties, and ite devel- 
opment of giant industrial leaders, has 
brought much good and some evil, and 
it is as foolish to ignore the good as 
wilfully to blind ourselves to the evil. 
The evil has been partiy the inevitable 
accompaniment of the social changes, 
and where this is the case it can be 
cured neither by law nor by the ad- 
ministration of the law, the only rem- 
edy lying in the slow change of char- 
acter and of economic environment. 
But for a portion of the evil, at leaat, 
we think that remedies can be found. 
We know well the danger of false 
remedies. and we are against al) vio- 
lent. radical and unwise change. But 
we believe that by proceeding slowly, 
yet resolutely, with good sense and 
moderation, and also with a firm de- 
termination not to be swerved from 
our course either by foolish clamor or 
by any base or sinister influence, we 
can accomplish much for the better- 
ment of conditions.

this power has been conferred, by a 
system giving to the government the 
full knowledge which ts the essential 
for satisfactery action. Then, when this 
knowledge—one of the essential fea- 
tures of which is proper publicity—has 
been gained, what further stepe of 
any kind are necessary can be taken 
with the confidence born of the pos- 
sfesion of power to deal with the sub- 
ject, and of a thorough knowledge of 
what should and can be done tm the 
matter. 

“We need additional power, and we 
need knowledge. . . Buch legisla- 
tlon-——-whether obtainable now or ob- 
tainable only after a constitutional 
amendment—should provide for a rea- 
sonable supervision, 
nent feature of which at first should be 
publicity; that is, the making public. 
beth to the government aut >orities and 
to the people at large. the essential 
facts in which the public is concerned. 
This would give us exact knowledge ot 
many points which are now not only 
In doubt but the subject of flerce con- 
troversy. Moreover, the mere fact of 
the publication would cure some very 
grave evils, for the light of day is a 
deterrent to wrong-doing: It would 
doubtless disclose other “evils with 
which, for the time being. we could 
devise no way to grapple. Finally, it 
would disclose others which could be 
grappled wtth and cured further 
legislative action.” 

In my message to Congress for 1991 T 
maid: “In the interest of the whole 
people the nation without In- 
terfering with the power of the States 
In the matter, itself also assume power 
of su and regulation over all 
corporations doing = interstate busti- 
ness.” 

The views thus amen have now 
received effect by wise, conservative, 
and yet far-reaching legislation en- 
acted by Congress at its last session. 

ACTION BY CONGRESS. 

In its wisdom, Congress enacted the 
very important law providing a De. 
partment of Commerce and Labor, and 
further providing therein, under the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor. for 
a Commissioner of ‘orporationa, 
charged with the duty of supervision 
of and of making intelligent investiga. 
tion into the organization and conduct 
of corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce. His powers to expose illegal 
or hurtful practices, and to obtain aij 
information needful for the purposes 
of further intelligent legislation, seem 
adequate; and the publicity justiffable 
and proper for public purposes, is sat. 
isfactorily guaranteed. The law was 
passed at the very end of the seasion 
of Congress. Owing to the lateness of 
its passage, Congress Was not able to 
provide proper equipment for the new 
department; and the first few months 
must necessarily be spent in the work 
of organization, and the first investiga. 
tions must necessarily be of a tentative 
character. 

The satisfactory development of such 
a system requires time and great 
labor. Those who are intrusted with 
the administration of the new law will 
assuredly administer it in a spirit of 
absolute fairness and justice. and of 
entire fearlessness, with the firm pur-

tributions which have been made in our 
time toward the proper solution of the 
problem of the relations to the people 
of the great corporations and corporate 
combinations. 

But much though this ts, it t* only 
a part of what has been done in the 
effort to ascertain and correct im- 
proper trust or monopolistic practices. 
Some eighteen months ago the Indus- 
triel Commission, an able and non- 
partisan body, reported to Congress the 
result of their investigation of trusts 
and industrial combinations. One of 
the most important of thelr conclasions 
was that discriminations in freight 
rates and facilities were granted fa- 
vored shippers by the railroads, and 
that these discriminations clearly 
tended toward the control of production 
and prices in many Gelds of business 
by large combinations. That this con- 
clusion was justifiable was shown by 
the disclosures in the investigation of 
railroad methods, pursued in the fall 
and winter of 1901-1902. It was then 
shown that certain trunk lines had en- 
tered into unlawful agreements as to 
the trane ortation of food products 
from the West to the Atlantic seaboard, 
giving a few favored shippers rates 
much below the tariff charges imposed 
upon the smaller dealers and the gen- 
eral public. 

These unjust practices had prevailed 
to such an extent, and for so leng 4 
time, that many of the smaller ship- 
pers had been driven out of business, 
until practically one buyer of grain on 
each railway system had been able by 
his llegal advantages, to secure a 
monopoly on the line with which his 
secret compact was made; this monop- 
oly enabling/him to fix the price to 
both producer and consumer. Many 
of the great packing-house concerns 
were shown to be in combination with 
each other, and with most of the 
great railway lines, whereby they en- 
joyed large secret concessions in rates 
and thus obtained a practical monop- 
oly of the fresh and cured-meat indus- 
try of the country. These fusiona, 
though violative of the statute, had 
prevailed uncheckéd for so many years 
that they had become intrenched in 
and interwoven with the commercial 
life of certain large distributing locali- 
jes; although this was, of course, at 
the expense of the vast body of law- 
abiding merchants, the general public, 
and particularly of unfavored localities. 

Under those circumstances, it Was 4 
serious problem to determine the wise 
course to foliow in vitalising a law 
which had, in part, become obsolete, or 
proved incapable of enforcement. Of 
what the Attorney-General did in en- 
forcing it, I shall speak later. The de- 
cisions of the courts upon the law had 
betrayed weaknesses and imperfections, 
some of them so serious as to render 
abortive efforts to apply - effective 


It is clear that created 
for quasi-public purposes, clothed for 
that reason with the ultimate power of 
the State to take private property 
against the will of the owner, hold 
thelr corporate powers as carriers in 
trust for ‘the fairiy tmvpertial service 
of al’ the public. Favoritiem in the 
use of such powers, unjustly enriching 
some, and unjustly impoverishing 
others, discriminating in favor of some 
places and against others, is palpably 
violative of plain principles of jus- 
tice. Such a practice unchecked is 
hurtful in many ways. Congress 
having had its attention drawn te the 
matter. enacted a most important anti- 
rebate law. which greatly strengthens 
the interstate commerce law. This new 
law prohibits under sd@equate penal- 
ties the giving, and, as well, the de- 
manding or receiving of such prefer- 
ences, and provides the preventive 
remedy of injunction. The vigorous 
administration of this law, and it will 
be enforced, will, it is hoped, afford a 
substantial remedy for certain trust 
evils which have attracted pubile at- 
tention, and have created public un- 
rest. 

This law represents a noteworthy and 
important advance toward just and ef. 
fective regulation of transportation. 
Moreover. its passage has been suppie- 
mented by the enactment of a law to 
expedite the hearing of actions of pub- 
lic moment, under the anti-trust act, 
known as the Sherman law, and un- 
der the act to regulate commerce, at 
the request of the Attorney-General: 
and, furthermore, additional funds 
have been appropriated to be expended 
under the direction of the Attorney- 
General, in the enforcement of these 
laws. 

ADMINISTRATION OF LAW. 

All of this represents 4 great and 
substantial advance in legisiation. But 
more important even than legislation 
is the admin tion of the law, and 
ask your aifention for moment to 
the way in which the law has been ad- 
ministered by the profound jurist and 
fearless public servant, who now oc- 
cupies the position of Attorney-General, 
Mr. Knox. The Constitution enjoins 
upon the President that he shall take 
care that the laws be faithfully ex- 
ecuted, and under thie provision § the 
Attorney-General formulated a policy

At nearly the same time the disclos- 
ures respecting the secret rebates en- 
joyed by the great packing-house com- 
panies, coupled with the very high

The cotton Interests of the South, in- 
cluding growers, buyers and shippers. 
made complaint that they were suffer- 
| ing great injury in their business from 
, the methods of the southern railroads 
'in the handling and transportation of 
| cotton. y alleged that these rail- 
roads, by combined action under a 
pooling arrangement to support their 
rate schedules, hid denied to the ship- 
pers right to elect over what roads 
their mmodities should be shipped, 
and that by dividing upon a fixed besis 
the cotton crop of the South, all in- 
ducement to compete in rates for the 
transportation thereof was eliminated. 
Proceedings were instituted by the At- 
torney-General under the anti-trust 
law, which resulted in the destruction 
of the pool and in restoring to the 
growers and shippers of thé South the 
right to ship their products over any 
road they elected, thus removing the 
restraint upon the freedom of com- 
merce. 

In November, 1902, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral directed that a bill for an injunc- 
tion be filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court at Ban Francisco against 
the Federal Salt Company-—a corpora- 
tion which had been organized under 
the laws of an Eastern Siate, but had 
ites main office and principal place of 
business in California—and against a 
number of other companies and per- 
sons constituting what was known as 
the salt trust. These injunctions were 
to restrain the execution of certain 
contracts between the Federal Salt 
Company and the other defendants, by 
which the latter ed neither to im- 
port, buy, or sell t, except from and 
to the Federal Salt Company, and not 
to engage or assist in the production 
of salt west of the Mississippi River 
during the continuance of such con- 
tracts. As the result of these agree- 
ments the price of salt had been ad- 
vanced about 400 per cent. A tempo- 
rary injunction order was obtained, 
which the defendants asked the court 
to modify on the ground that the anti- 
trust law had no -application to con- 
tracts for purchases and sales within 
a State. The Circuit Court overruled 
this contention and sustained the gov- 
ernment'’s position. This practically 
concluded the case, and it is understood 
that in consequence the Federal Salt 
Company is about to be dissolved, and 
that no further contest will be made. 

The above is a brief outline of the 
most important steps, legislative and 
administrative. taken during the past 
eighteen months In the direction of 
solving. so far as at present it seems 
practicable by national] legislation or 
administration to solve, what we call 
the trust problem. They represent a 
sum of very substantial achievement. 
They represent a ceeseful effort to 
devise and apply l remedies: an ef- 
fort which so far succeeded because it 
was made not only with resolute pur- 
pose and determination, but aleo in a 
spirft of common sense and justice, as 
far removed as possible from rancor, 
hysteria, and unworthy demagogic ap- 
peal. In the same spirit the laws wil) 
continue to be enforced. 

Not only is the legislation recently 
enacted effective, but, in my judgment, 
it was impracticable to attempt more. 
Nothing of value is to be expected from 
ceaseless agitation for radical and ex- 
treme legislation. The people may 
wisely, and with confidence. await the 
results which are reasonably to be ex- 
pected from the impartial enforcement 
of the laws which have recently been 

laéed upon the statute books. Legis- 
lation of a general and indiscriminate 
character would be sure to fail, either 
because it would involve all interesta 
in a common ruin, or because it would 
not really reach any evil. We have en- 
deavored to provide a_ discriminating 
adaptation of the remedy to the real 
mischief. 

NOT THROUGH THE TARIFF. 

Many of the alleged remedies advo- 
cated are of the unpleasantly drastic 
type which seeks to destroy the disease 
by killing the patient. Others are so 
obviously futile that it is somewhat 
dificult to treat them seriously or as 
being advanced in good faith. High 
among the latter I place the effort to 
reach the trust question by means of 
the tariff. You can, of course, put an 
end to the prosperity of the trusts by 
putting an end to the prosperity of the 
nation; but the price for such action 
seerms high. The alternative is to do 
exactly what has been done during the 
life of the Congress which has just 
clos¢d—that is, to endeavor, not to de- 
stroy corporations, but to regulate 
them with a view of doing away with 
whatever i« of evi! in them and of 
making them subserve the public use. 

The taw is not to be administered in 
the Interest of the poor man aa such, 
nor yet in the interest of the rich man 
as such, but In the interest of the law- 
abiding man, rich or poor. We are no 
more sgainst organizations of capital 
than against organizations of labor. 
We welcome beth, demanding only 
that each shall do right and shall re- 
member ite duty to the republic. Such 
a course we consider not merely a ben- 
efit to the poor man, but a benefit to 
the rich man. We do no man an in- 
justice when we require him to obey 
the law. On the contrary, if he is a 
man whose safety and well-being de- 
pend in a peculiar degree upon the ex- 
istence of the epirit of law and order, 
we are rendering him the greatest 
service when we require him to be him- 
self an exemplar of that spirit. 

The President was frequently inter- 
rupted with applause throughout the 
delivery of his epeech. He took occa- 
sion to depart from his manuscript in 
one instance, stating that Atty.-Gen. 
Knox did not iInetitute suit agninet 
any alleged combination unless he 
thought he would win it.

“HELPING HANDHIS TEXT.

MADISON (Wis.) April 3.—The train

with a tumult of applause, and the | 
university yell, the latter feature caus.

The President said it wat a good idea 
for students to be brought into close | 
touch with government affaires.

HIS “FOREIGN POLICY.” 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—I.M} 

WAUKESHA April 3.—The 
President was given an enthusiastic 
greeting at Waukesha, notwithstand- 
ing the weather was disagreeable. He 
said in part: 

“Il believe with all my heart in this 
nation playing its part manfully. I be- 
lieve that We are now on the ormset of 
the twentieth century, face to face with 
great world problems; that we cannot 
help playing the part of a great world 
power, but all we can decide is whether 
we will play it well or ill. I don’t want 
to see us shirking from the least bit of 
duty. We must hold our own, for if we 
show ourselves weaklings we earn the 
contempt of mankind: and what is of 
more consequence, our own contempt: | 
but { would like to impress upon every 
public man, upon every writer in the 
press the fact that strength should go 
hand in hand with courtesy, with 
scrupulous regard in word and deed 
not only for the rights, but the failings 
of other nations. 

“T want to see a man take his own 
part. But on the other hand, I have the 


| always walking about waiting to pick 


a quarre!, or wanting to say something 
unpleasant about some one else. The 
fact that he talks loud does not mean 


necessarily that he fights hard. Some- | 


times you see « man that will talk loud 
and fight hard, but he does not fight 
hard because he talks loud, but in spite 
ofit. Now, I want the same to be true 
of us as a nation. I am always sorry 
whenever I see any reflection that seens 
to come from America upon a friendly 


| Nation, and the saying of anything un- 


kind. unjust or inconsiderate about any 
foreign nation doeg not do us any good, 


“Now, | am sure you will not misun- | 


derstand me: 1 am sure it is needless 
for me to say that | don't believe the 
United States should ever suffer a 
wrong. I would be the first to ask that 
We resent a wrong from the strong, just 
as | would be the first to insist that 
we did not wrong the weak. If we are 
to be true to our past we must stead- 
fastiy keep these two positions: To 
submit to no injury by the strong, nor 
inflict any injury upon the weak. 

“But it is net at all necessary to 
say injurious things about the strong 
to impress them with the fact that you 
don't intend to submit to any injury. 
Keep our navy up to the highest point 
of efficiency. Keep in our hearts the 
rugged, manly virtues which have 
made our people formidable. Do all 
and having done that, remem- 
ber that it is a sensible thing to speak 
courteously of others. I do not intend 
to make the Monroe doctrine an ex- 
cuse for us being unpleasant to other 
powers, for speaking til of other pow- 
ers. We want the good will of man- 
kind. We want to so carry ourselves 
that if any quarrels should come, it 


would be best that it is not a quarre! 


seeking. but one that is 
forced upon us. If it is forced on us, 

I know you too well not to know that 
you will stand up to it if the need 
come; but you will stand up to it all 
the better if you have not blustered 
or spoken ill of other nations in ad- 
vance. 

“Pach nation has its own differences. 
We have got differences enough at 
home. Now let us start to improving 
ourselves. Let us keep our own hearth- 
stone swept and in order, and do our 
duty when it becomes necessary. Do 
not shirk our duty: do not shirk any 
difficulty that is forced on us, but do 
not invite it by foolish language. Do 
not assume a quarrelsome and un- 
pleasant attitude toward other people. 
Let the friendly expressions of for- 
eign powers be accepted as tokens of 
their sincere good will and reflecting 
their real sentiments; and let us avoid 
any language on our part which might 
tend to turn this good will into ill 
will. The etronger, the more self-con- 
fident the nation is, thé more care- 
fully it should govern its speech as 
well as ite action, and should make it 
a point, in the interest of its own 
self-respect, to see that it does not 
say what it cannot make good; that 
it offers no needless offense; that it 
shows genuinely and sincerely its de- 
sire for friendship with the rest of 
mankind, and that it keeps itself tn 
shape to make its weight eent the 
need should arise. 

“This is in substance my theory of 
what our foreign policy should be. Let 
us not boast, not insult anybody, but 
make up our minds coolly what it is 
necessary to say, say it, and then 
stand to it, whatever the consequences 
may be." 

After leaving the Soldiers’ Home, the 
procession of carriages returned city- 
ward, coming to a stop at the Exposil- 
tion buliding, where the President was 
welcomed warmly on behalf of the city 
by Magor Rose. Ten thousand people 
had into the building to awalt 
the Prtsident's arrival. The programme 
here included several musical numbers 
by a chorus of 600 singers from the 

arious musical societies throughout 
the city. The pleces rendered were 
the national airs. While the “Star 
Spangied RBRanner” was being sung. 
each member of the chorus waved the 
national colors. 

The President responded to the May- 
ors welcome in a brief speech. He 
fpoke on the subject of ancestry. 
Many people of many nationalities 
were present, he said, but they came 
together as Americans and as nothing 
else. 

“What will beset. this county.” he 
asked, “if we draw lines of distinction 
between clases and class or creed and 
creed, or with any other lines save 
that which divides good citizenship 
from bad citizenship” 

“It Is a bad thing.” said the Preet- 
dent, “for a public man not to per- 
form what he promises. Every promise 
made in public life should be held as 
binding on every honest man as a 
promise made in private life. The peo- 
ple, however, must remember that they 
themselves will be to blame if they 
ask for promises which from the na- 
ture of things cannot be kept.” 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies 
at the Exposition building. the Presi- 
dential party was driven to the Deut- 
scher Club. where he was tendered a 
reception. Light refreshments were 
served and an enjoyable hour spent. 
In responding to a toast proposed by 
President Klietsch of the club, the 
President said he would endeavor dur- 
ing his administration to preserve 
peace at home and abroad.

“PUTS AND CALLS.” 
Chicago Grand Jury Issues Several 
Indictments in Cases of Prominent 
Commission Houses. 


THE ASBOCIATED PRESS—r 

CHICAGO, April 3.—As a result of 
a bitter fight that has sprung up in 
the Chicago Board of Trade over the 
question of “puts and calls,” evidence 
has been laid before the grand jury 
tending to prove that several of the 
most prominent commission houses in 
the city have been guilty of “bucket- 
shopping.” and the grand jury has is- 
sued several indictments. 

Among the men against whom in- 
dictments have been voted, are mem- 
bers of the leading and most wealthy 
commission houses in Chicago. 

The dispute among the members of 
the Board of Trade regarding the ques- 
tion of “puts and calls” has reached 
such a stage that 900 members, con- 
stituting a majority, declare that un- 
less they shall secure what they wish 
in the way of an amendment to pend- 
ing legislation, they will force through 
the Legislature such a bill as will re- 
sult in the closing of the doors of the 
Board of Trade. The %0 members 
have drafted an amendment to a law 
passed in 1874, which makes it a 
criminal offense to deal in grain for 
future delivery, and which is still in 
effect. It thus prevents dealing in 
puts and calls, and the majority de- 
sires to deal in these. 


Never Mustered into Service. 

DULUTH (Minn.) April 3.—Members 
of Home Guard organizations formed 
during the Civil War were not part of 
the army of the United States, accord- 
ing to a decision which has just been 
announced by Secretary Hitchcock of 
the Interior Department. The question 
arose in the contested right of a mem- 
ber of the Missour! Home Guards to 
obtain the special priviieses of a sol- 
dier. in entering government land, and 
the decision will affect pieces of prop- 
erty on which proof has been made.

IVING US A BLACK EYE. 

A resident of the northern part 
of Los Angeles county sends The 
Times a long communication, two col- 
umns in lengfh, in the shape of a 
copy of a letter which he says he re- 
ceived from a Boston man. In the 
communication, the Boston individual 
conveys the painfu! information that 
he is compelied to withdraw a propo- 
sition made a few months ago for 
certain Los Angeles county property, 
and that he has concluded to accept 
property offered him in the Sacra- 
mento Valley. Thus,:-if we are to take 
this communication for a fact, and not 
fiction, has Los Angeles lost and Sac- 
ramento county gained one gentieman 
from Boston. As to how serious this 
loss May or may not be we are unable 
to say, not having the pleasure of a 
personal acquaintance with the gentle- 
man, whose name, according to the 
signature appended to the communi- 
cation, is C. R. Rogers. 

The reason why the gentieman of 


‘the headquarters of culture comeluded 


to deprive us of the pleasure of his 
society, and cast in his ‘ot in a sec- 
tion of swamps and scandals, is that 
he has been pained, horrified, shocked 
and thrilled in various other unpleas- 
ant ways by information that seems to 
have come to him in great detail as 
to the weakness, and looseness, and 
general “cussedness” of Los Angeles 
county as a community. The major 
part of the lefter is devoted to a mur- 
der recently committed in the county, 
the perpetrator of which was let out 
on a $10,000 bail. He (the Boston man, 
not the other perpetrator) does not 
mention any name, but evidently re- 
fers to a murder which took place in 
the Antelope Valley a few months 
ago. He appears to be exceedingly 
conversant with all the details of this 
tragedy. Indeed, if the gentleman 
who sent in the communication had 
not stated that it had been received 
by him from a Boston man. one 
would naturally suppose that it was 
written by a resident of Antelope 
Valley. 

The Boston man—or whoever is the 
author of the communication—de- 
clares that Los Angeles county is no 
place for a home-seeker, especially if 
he is a man of family, because “it is 
certainly the breeding place of ‘crim- 
minals’” (sic.) He adds: 

“It is evidently a place where law 
is not enforced and where justice can 
not only seldom be expected, but 
where it is often most strangely dis- 
pensed, not to say miscarried. I! 
think I called your attention to this 
fact the last time I was out there. 
Out in that particular section of Cali- 
fornia people are apparently without 
protection whatsoever, unless you care 
to enter upon a crimminal isic) ca- 
reer, in which case, providing you 
have a little capital to start with, and 
a political pull to fall back upon, you 
are not only protected, but are in a 
position to earn a comfortable living, 
no matter how black a crimmina! 
(sic) you may be—the blacker the 
better. At this distance lawlessness 
and ruffianism seem to be rampant 
in your midst. It is the exception 
and not the rule that a murderer is 
ever captured, and if captured, if pos- 
sessed of a iittle money he has noth- 
ing to fear.” 

This is powerful “langwidge.” and— 
might we perhaps suggest—just a 
trifle overdrawn. The putative person 
from Boston goes on to tell that he 
was out here at a time—he always 
seems to have been out here when 
something horrible was going on— 
when an entire family was horribly 
slaughtered, for the sake of a few 
paltry dollars, within a few miles of 
Los Angeles city, the murderer hav- 
img never been apprehended. During 
another visit to Los Angeles he ar- 
rived just in fime to have his atten- 
tion called to an unreasonable seen- 
tence imposed by a Los Angeles judge 
upon & mere youth, not yet out of his 
teens, whereby, for some trifling of- 
fence, this boy was sent to the peni- 
tentiary, where the chances are that 
he will emerge a trained “crimminal.” 
Another time he did not happen to 
be on the spot, but a considerate 
friend immediately wrote him about 
a poor Mexican peon, charged with 
murder, being tried in a language of 
which he understood not a syllable. 
and sentenced, upon entirely cireum- 
stantial evidence, within three hours’ 
time. The same accommodating friend 
also informed him about another poor 


and unfortunate Mexican who had 


been murdered in a Los Angeles jail 
by a worthless and convicted vaga- 
bond with a bunch of jail keys. Ac- 
cording to the statement given to the 
Boston man by his Police Gazette 
friend in Los Angeies,. “it would ap- 
pear that the entire police depart- 
ment of Los Angeles conspired (to 
shield and protect this murderer. on 
account of which the grand jury gave 
the matter up in despair.” There, 
now, how does the Los Angeles po- 
lice department like this biast from 
Boston. 

Brother Rogers appears to be not 
the only Boston man who takes an 
Interest In the “crimminal” record of 
Los Angeles. He tells of a friend and 
neighbor who received from persons 
residing here letters and copies of Los 
Angeles newspapers published in Jana- 
uary and February, containing an ac- 


count of still another murder, “and 
the cowardice, the cruelty and the 
brutality is simply horrible and al- 


most incredible, while the unprece- 
dented consideration shown this bru- 
tish murderer is astounding.” He then 
goes on, to the extent of several type- 
written pages, indulgiag red-hot 
denunciation of the chief actor in 
this crime—evidently the Antelope 
Vailey murderer above referred to— 
a discussion of which appears to be 
the main object of this communica- 
tion from the Antelope Valley—that 
is, to say, from Boston. He adds: 

“Yet, in a recent communication re- 
ceived by a friend of mine from a res- 
ident of Los Angeles, it is stated that 
this brute has been released on $19.- 
000, as bail, through, it {s alleged, the 
influence and instrumentality of a 
prominent California Congressman 
who, owing to his political obligation 
to the murderer, is expected to assist 
in his defense. [Hard on Jim Mc- 
Lachlan'] What a spectacle! What 
a country to live in! A country where 
a youth of tender years is sentenced to 
the State penitentiary for a_ trivial 
offense, and where a poor, ignorant 
and friendiess Mexican had been ac- 
tually railroaded to the same place 
upon admittedly cifcumstantial evi- 
dence, but a country where a typical 
assassin, uniformed with political 
‘strings. must not be confined, but 
has to be released upon a nominal 
bail. When a Congressman or a 
judge. in order to retain his tenure 
of office. must thus cater to such a 
cowardly and treacherous crimminal 
(sic) as the one that has just been 
released by your Los Angeles judge, 
there must be something not only 
radically wrong. but utterly rotten in 
the government structure.” 

Huh! We should say so!’ . 

The author of the communication 
has also been “reliably informed by 
a friend of mine who resides in Los 
Angeles” that from May 10, 1902. to 
January 30, 1903, not less than twenty- 
three murders had been committed 
within a period of a little over ten 
months, and that of these twenty- 
three murderers only thirteen had 
been captured, “from which you may 
draw your own conclusions as to the 
efficacy of your police department.” 

It is true that there hds been much 
crime of all kinds in Los Angeles 
during the past year. It is not, how- 
ever, true. as might be supposed from 
a perusal of this communication, that 
Los Angeles stands out among lead- 
ing cities of the United States as a 
sort of horrible example—a place to 
be shunned by all right-thinking. law- 
loving people. The fact that Los An- 
geles is such an attractive and charm- 
ing place of residence not only brings 
a crowd of wealthy health and pleas- 
ure-seekers to us (some of them from 
Boston,) but it also, quite naturally, 
attracts a swarm of “fellows of the 
baser sort’’—loafers, and scoundrels, 
and criminals of all kinds, who prey 
upon those gathered here. Then, 
again, the importation of ignorant 
peons from Mexico by the raiflroad 
companies, to work on the new lines, 
has.led to much crime that cannot 
justly be charged up against the 
community. 

The gentieman of Boston and—or— 
the gentleman of the Antelope Va)l- 
ley may rest assured that the leading 
citizens of Los Angeles fully reaiize 
the fact that conditions here are not 
all that they should be, and are work- 
ing hard with a determination to 
bring about a reform. A beginning 
has been made by an increase in the 
police force, and steps have been 
taken for the establishment of a rock 
pile, which will undoubtedly act as a 
deterrent, and cause Los Angeles to be 
crossed off the list of many undesira- 
bles, *when making up their season's 
tour. 

As to the Antelope Valley crime re- 
ferred to by the correspondent, it was 
certainly a most cold-blooded and 
dastasdiy assassination, deserving of 
the strongest condemnation and 
prompt punishment. The letting of 
the perpetrator of such an atrocious 
crime free on a bond of $10,000 is 
certainly a legitimate subject for 
surprise and criticism. However. it 
would be unjust to believe that Los 
Angeles county is a section of the 
country in which lawlessness is the 
rule rather than thej\exception. The 
contrary is the case. Still, as we 
have said, there has been altogether 
too much crime in this section of late. 
and our representative citizens have 
determined that the time has come to 
inaugurate a reform. 

Still, we have our doubts whether 
the alleged Boston gentleman wil! 
find a paradise anywhere, even be- 
yond the lines of Los Angeles county. 


We do not seem to hear much about 
aeronauis except when one or more 
of them falis from a distant height in 
the ether to everlasting smash. Sail- 
ing the seas of air remains, as before, 
one of the problems that man. who 
sometimes acts as if he could accom- 
plish anything, has failed to solve. 


Ben Tillman says he has studied the 
race problem for twenty-five years, but 
has been unable to arrive at a conclyu- 
sion about it. This hardiy squares 
with his notion that all the black peo-

| OMELESS HISTORY. 
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The annua! publication of the 
Historical Society, and of the Pioneers 
of Los Angeles county. for 1902. has 
been received. This is the nineteenth 
issue of the annual, an edition of 
about 10,000 conies having been is- 
sued this year. It contains a number 
of interesting papers, read at various 
gatherings of the. two societies dur- 
ing the past year, reiating to inci- 
dents of a period that is rapidly slip- 
ping into ancient history. 

The Historical Society is still with- 
out a home, its records being housed 
in an attic of the Courthouse; while 
the meetings are held at members’ 
residences. An organization like this 
deserves better treatment at the 
hands of the people of this rich and 
rapidly growing city. The society Is 
better appreciated abroad than al! 
home, applications being constantly 
received from organizations in all 
parts of the world for copies of the 
society's publications. It had been 
hoped that some assistance might be 
obtained from the State Legislature, 
but the effor€ proved futile, and it now 
appears as if the society will have to 
depend on private contributions if it 
is ever to secure a home. Will not 
some of the pioneers of Los Ange- 
les who have grown wealthy through 
the wonderful advance of the city 
from the adobe fra contribute a lit- 
tle of their surplus to a fund for the 
establishment of the Historical Society 
In convenient and commodious fire- 
proof apartments? Or perhaps it 
might be possibile to obtain for it a 
location in the big convention hal! 
that Los Angeies is about to con- 
struct. 


_ THE MORO COUNTRY. 

Word comes from Washington 
that conditions in the Moro country 
are not to be interfered with at pres- 
ent. so far as they relate to religious 
practices, slavery and polygamy, and 
that the Moros are to be treated, in 
all essential respects, ‘according to 
the policy adopted for the government 
of the American Indians.” 

This decision ts undoubtedly a wise 
one, although it will almost certainly 
meet with the severe disapproval of 
the Bostonese ‘‘antis,” who may be ex- 
pected to go in for the wholesale 
reformation of the Moros, now that the 
government has decided to let them 
alone for the present, In the practice 
of their slavery system, their 
polygamy, and other heathen abomina- 
tions. To be sure, the antis have been 
very aggressive in their advocacy of @ 
policy of non-interference with the af- 
fairs of heathendom, ever since the 
government found itself, through the 
fortunes of war, in possession of the 
Philippine archipelago. But the de- 
lectable antis would never be satisfied 
to be in any other attitude than “agin 
the government;” hence, they may be 
expected to align themselves promptly 
in opposition to the announced policy 
of non-interference in the peculiar 
Moro customs at the present time. 

It would undoubtedly be a_ serious 
mistake to attempt to convert the 
savage Moros all at once to the ways 
of civilization. Such an attempt would 
in all probability result in the ignomin- 
jous failure of our plans to better 
their condition. Slavery and polygamy 
have for generations been fixed institu- 
tions with them, and these institutions 
cannot bé destroyed, root and branch, 
all at once. It will take time, and a 
considerable period of time, to bring 
about all the reforms which we desire 
to bring about in the Philippines. We 
must take conditions there as we find 
them, inasmuch as conditions are not 
as we wish them to be. 

The Moros must be educated, to 
some extent, before they can be civ- 
flized. In their present condition they 
are not able to comprehend western 
civilization, nor to realize what it 
could accomplish for them, if they were 
capable of taking advantage of the op- 
portunities which it offers. When they 
shall have become impressed with the 
superiority of occidental civilization— 
and they will surely be impressed as 
they learn more about it—there will be 
time enough to start them on the right 
road. Undoubtedly, the wisest policy 
of the immediate future will be to 
address ourselves to the task of gain- 
ing their confidence, of impressing them 
with a realization of the fact tha, we 
aim to benefit them, and not to harm 
them, and Of leading them gradually 
forward in the ways of civilization. 

It is, of course, repugnant to our 
ideas of propriety and expediency to 
have such institutions as slavery and 
polygamy tolerated, even for a_ time, 
under the flag that frees all over whom 
it floats. But this will be only a tem- 
porary condition, to be done away with 
s0 soon as practicable. We should be 
willing to tolerate undesirable condi- 
tions for a time, if thereby we can 
eventually bring about desirable and 
better conditions. For the present, the 
work which is plainly the most impera- 
tive In the Moro country—and in the 
Philippines generally—is a work of ed- 
ucation. This education will be intro- 
ductory to the work of reform. Edu- 
cation, in fact, must necessarily pre- 
cede reform, if the reform is to be of 
a substantial and enduring character.

GEORGE EDWARD MILLS HAS NO 
INDICTMENTS SUPPRESSED.

Law Partner of Dr. Richard C. Flow- 
er’s Son Tries His Hand at Securing 
Immunity for t.: Doctor and is Taken 
to the Criminal Court Building. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


‘NEW YORK, April 3.—(Exctusive 
Dispatch.} The most remarkable at- 
tempt ever made to brite the District 
Attorney's office to secure the suppres 
sion of indictments resulted in the ar- 
rest, this afternoon, in the Park Row 
restaurant of George Edward Mills, 
law partner of Jewell Flower, son of 
Dr. Richard ©. Flower, the indicted 
promoter of Arizona, Eastern Montana 
and other notorious mining schemes. 

Millis, acting. he claimed. on behalf 
of Dr. Flower, had just handed to De- 
tective Sergeant Brindley of the Dis 
trict Attorney's staff, $2000 which he 
expected to be given to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Garvin to secure im- 
munity from prosecution for Flower. 
Brindiey, in turn, according to private 
agreement, handed the original indict- 
ments against Flower: to Mille, 

At a near-by table sat Roundseman 
Beery, also of the District Attorneys 
staff. After the exthange of indictments 
and money had been made, Brindley 
called to him and summoned also a 
number of walters as witnesses. Beery 
at once searched Mills and Brindley in 
the presence of waiters. finding the 
$2000 in the latter's possession, and the 
indictment in Mills’s pockets. He and 
Brindley then took Mills tothe (rim- 
inal Court building and into Dist.-Atty. 
Jerome's private office. 


The trap into which Mills fell was 
originally set wtih a view to catching’ 
Flower also, but the promoter was 
too wary, and failed to keep the en- 
gagement which Mills made for him 
this afternoon. Dist.-Atty. Jerome or- 
dered the trap set after overtures had 
been made by Mills through a third 
party, several days ago. The purpese 
of the bribe was to secure for Flower 
immunity from prosecution on indict- 
ments recently found against him for 
Srand based on charges 
brought by Mrs. Belle Gray Taylor, the 
well-known authoress, and on evidence 
— by her attorney, William F. &. 
art. 


OVERTAKES LADRONES. 
Force Under Capt. Perry Punishes the

AGUIRRE'S SCALP. 


in Retention of His Position. 


Quaking under the possibility of los- 
ing his position as warden of Sau 
Quentin prison, Martin Aguirre has 
come to Los Angeles for comfort and 
support, and is appealing to thowe who 
he thinks will have the greatest influ- 
ence with the Board of Prison Direc- 
tors and the State administration. It 
ig reported that the question of ap- 
poilntments is to be settled early this 
month, and the general understanding 
is that there will be a “shake-up” of 
the attachés of both penttentiaries— 
Folsom and San Quentin. Just how far 
up or down thie reorganization of 
forces will extend is a matter of con- 
jecture, but the common jmpression is 
that very few of the old guard will 
be left. 

Aguirre no longer has a brother-in- 
jaw at court in the person of the one- 
time Gov. Gage, and he does not feel 
so secure in his place as he did before 
the recent change of administration. 
The rigid investigation of affairs at the 
prison by the Ilegisiative committee 
did not brighten prospects and the at- 
moephere is dedidediy murky. 

Walter Parker and Luther Brown are 
among those upon 
ealled for comfort and aasuriine of 
support, but there is considerabie doupt 
as to the amount of ‘influence’ these 
dignitaries will be able to exert at the 
State Capital. As Parker was removed 
from his snpep a8 expert of the State 
Board of Examiners, salary $2000 per 
vear, after Gov. Pardee assumed office, 
it is not thought that the wily poll- 
ticlam’s “drag” will avall anything for 
Aguirre, and Brown's hopes died with

GIANT STEAM PLOWS. 

OXNARD, April 3.—A. Palmer of 
Brighton, Eng., has arrived in Oxnard 
to give his attention to the big trac- 
tion engines and plows belonging to 
the Patterson Ranch Company. These 
great machines are proving of wun- 
told value to the beet-sugar industry. 
With their deep draught, turning a 
thirty-inch-deep furrow, if necessary, 
they can subsoil and keep the land fer- 
tile to beets several seasons longer 
than land ordinarily treated. Also with 
steam hauling pewer, land can be 
plowed early, without waiting for 
early rain to soften the soil, thereby 
opening the ground to receive and re- 
tatn all the rain that falis. The com- 
pany has had one outfit, and Mr. Pal- 
mer precedes the arrival of a dupli- 
cate. These machines will represent 
a cash outlay of over $50,000.

He sald 
he had no legal proof that this es- 
tate was worth anything, and credi- | 
tors certainly had a sight*to know 
the value of the estate, and of what It 
consists. “We are told.” he said, 


“that this estate has practically been 
distributed. That does not amount to 
anything, even if it has been. Credi- 
tors have a right to know what has 
become of it.” 

In his answer, John E. Parsons of 
counsel for executors, said a person en- 
titled to apply for an inventory was 
one who had a legal interest in an es- 
tate, and he characterized the applica- 
tion, which was baged on affidavits, as 
an “unintelligible jumble” and absurd. 
He denied there had been any em- 
bezzlement on the part of either Hunt- 
ington or his associates, and said the 
California courts had decided’ there 
had not been any embezzlement

He said also 
the aggregate claims against the 
Huntington estate were not more than 
$125,000, and ended by emphatically dis- 
puting the validity of the claim of 
Mrs. Reynolds.
